Burglars took $4000 in cash, a

You prove your pudding by eating 
it, but if you want to know the 
proof of whiskey you will find it on 
the label on the bottle. But there 
are many ageew who don’t know 
just exactly what whiskey proof 
means. The explanation is quite 
simple. It requires only a little, 
quick mental arithmetic. 


The easiest way to explain it is to 
say that “‘proof” means double per- 
cent alcohol, i.e.: when a label tells 
you that the bottle’s contents is 
100 proof, it means 50% alcohol, 
by volume; 90 proof, then, would 
mean 45%; and 86 proof means 
that the aker contains 43 % al- 
cohol, by volume. 


There is a definite trend to light-. 
er, lower proof alcoholic beverages, 
both in this country and in the 
British Empire, and this trend to 
ligh tness is not confined entirely to 

iskey. People seem to go in for 
lighter food; they wear lighter 
clothing (re smember the red flan- 
nels of yesteryear?), and they 
emoke lighter, blended cigarettes. 
And the cars we drive today are 
lighter, and so are our railroad 
trains and coaches, due to lighter 
alloys (blends) in place of the old, 
heavy iron.

A desperate German counterplan to quadruple fighter produc- 
tion has been smashed and “for three successive months the Ger- 
man fighter force has lost more planes than its plants could man- 
ufacture,” United States Air Force headquarters and the British Air | 
Ministry said in a joint statement detailing the strategy and prog-. 


ress of the campaign. 


The assault upon German air- 
craft industry is now reaching 
its climactic phase, almost a year 
to the day from the inception of 
the campaign with the United 
States Eighth Air Force attack 
upon the Focke-Wulf factory at 
Bremen, April 17, 1943. 


It is no accident that 
quarter of this year has seen 
severest air fighting of the war.

Nazi Boast Recalled. 


By early 1942, the rising scale of 
R. A, F. night-bombing and the 
threat of United States bombing 
was already worrying the German 
high command. Goering had 
boasted that the Reich would 
never be bombed. But it had al- 
ready been bombed by night and 
by day by the R. A. F. and the 
Americans were coming with an 
announced technique of daylight 
precision bombing.

What Credit Unions Are 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Credit Unions Called Socialistic Proj- 
ects,” reads a headline in your paper 
quoting Myron R. Bone, executive secre- 
tary of the American Industrial Bank- 
ers’ Association. Every move for the 
political and economic liberation of the 
common man from the beginning of our 
Republic has been called “Socialistic,” so 
perhaps we should not feel that the des- 
ignation is without honor, 

If credit unions are “Socialistic proj- 
ects” they have certainly received sup- 
port from strange sources, for they are 
sponsored by the management of prac- 
tically every type of private business as 
represented, for example, in the Asso- 
ciated Industries of Missouri. 

We are more concerned with the in- 
accuracy of Mr. Bone’s statement that 
credit unions are “Government-spon- 
,ored and Government-subsidized social 
experiments in the field of private fi- 
nance.” To the contrary, credit unions 
are private enterprises operating with 
private capital in the field of public 
service. The credit unions’ capital is 
suppliedgentirely by the savings of 
their members—from the wages and 
salaries of the working people. Credit 
unions have never asked for or received 
a grant or loan of Government funds. 

If the Government ever enters the 
small loan field, it will be in competition 
with credit unions rather than through 
them. They seek to provide this serv- 
jce at such reasonable rates that there 
will be no demand for the Government 
to enter the field. Credit unions provide 
a method for group co-operation in the 
solution of individual financial problems 
without depending upon either a pa- 
ternalistic government or greedy invest- 
ment capital. 

If that be Socialism, the industrial 
bankers are free to make the most of it!

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Floods and Irrigation 


The floods which have descended again upon 
the Missouri and Mississippi valleys are an ob- 
ject lesson in the fundamental fact that we of 
the lower Missouri shall never have the flood 
control works we so desperately need until we 
have enlisted the co-operation of the states 
toward the headwaters of the river. 

The co-operation of the plains states can nev- 
er be attained until we of the lower valley be- 
come as sympathetic to their needs for irrigation 
as we expect them to be to our needs for flood 
control, 

To our neighbors of the upper valley, the flood 
is an object lesson, too. The turbulent waters 
that are today our bane are waters that might 
to them have béen a blessing—but they will nev- 
er irrigate a foot of land; their usefulness is lost 
forever. 

In order for the upper and lower sections of 
the Missouri Valley to work together as they 
must, there must be a plan unselfish and far- 
seeing enough for ali the valley states to realize 
an advantage in entering into it, 

During the months when the Army engineers 
were speaking for their Missouri River devel- 
opment plan, calling it comprehensive, we said 
the irrigation states could best serve their own 
interests by dropping selfish sectional claims and 
helping to fill in the broad outlines of the plan. 


We argued that irrigation could thus be realized 


as well as flood control, navigation, power pro- 
duction and all the other benefits of a river con- 
trol system of engineering works. 

In the two months during which the Army en- 
gineers’ plan has been speaking for itself, it has 
shown itself to be not comprehensive, and, in the 
context of other recommendations of the Army 
engineers, to be actually prejudicial to the irri- 
gation interests of Montana, Wyoming, the Dako- 
tas, Nebraska and Kansas, 

Obviously the irrigation states cannot be ex- 
pected to support a plan which merely says ina 
general way that irrigation is a good thing, which 
leaves a vacant spot to be filled by an irrigation 
plan, and which operates—in conjunction with 
other proposals—to establish water priorities for 
navigation and against irrigation, Yet that 1s 
what the Army engineers’ plan does. 

The irrigation states’ response to grab tactics 
with grab tactics—as in their unsuccessful ef- 
fort to reserve the flow of the upper river for 
irrigation purposes—is understandable. They 
were fighting water with water. But all that is 
to be gained by selfish grasping tactics on either 
side is obstructionism of the whole valley’s prop- 
er development. 

The root of the trouble is that planning for 
the Missouri River is done by several govern- 
mental agencies which are required by acts of 
Congress to presg their special interests and to 
desist from working upon others. The Army en- 
gineers, who have flood control and navigation 
as their special province, are prohibited by statute 
from planning for irrigation, while the opposite 
is true of the Bureau of Reclamation. 

The only really workable solution is the en- 
trustment of the work of planning—and later of 
construction and operation—to an agency of Gov- 
ernment which will be equally responsible for 
irrigation, flood control and navigation, and 
which all the states of the Missourl Valley can 
rely upon to look after all their interests. 

Such an agency does not now exist. It should 
be created. A Federal developmental corporation 
is wanted, and until it is brought into existence 
no planning for the valley’s future will be much 
more than the carrying on of an obstructionist 
dispute or the making of a makeshift compro- 
mise.

As the Convention Dallies 


The Constitutional Convention has failed so 
badly to live up to the expectations of the people 
that its opportunity to be of outstanding service 
to Missouri is dwindling away. Not much fault 
is to be found with the decisions of the conven- 
tion in those few instances where tentative deci- 
sions have been made, The trouble is in the im- 
passe which has involved the convention in end- 
leas debate, ke@ping it from coming to conclusions 
on vital proposals for modernizing the State’s 
government. 

As late as last January, leaders in the con- 
vention were talking about having the job fin- 
ished by May. Now that May is almost here, one 
hag only to note the appraisal of the convention 
as reported in Sunday's Post-Dispatch to under- 
stand how far short it has come of what was ex- 
pected of it. 

The danger is that the people not only will 
lose interest, but actually will become so dis- 
trustful of the convention that they will look 
with suspicion on its final product, no matter 
what its merits may be.

In announcing his candidacy for the mayoralty 
nomination, Mayor Kaufmann comes out with a 
very solid set of forward-looking proposals. 

He is for full speed ahead on St. Louis’ airport 
program, for the preservation of smoke elimina- 
tion, for retention of zoning restrictions, for sup- 
port of the merit system, for enlargement of St. 
Louis boundaries, for redevelopment of blighted 
areas, for harmonizing labor and racial problems, 
for building-code revision, for settling the uses 
to be made of the central riverfront and for a 
postwar program of municipal public works, 

It should be said on the Mayor’s behalf that, 
in his tenure in the City Hall, he has matched 
these words with performance. Between now 
and election day, he will have further opportuni- 
ty, by his actions in various aspects of munici- 
pal problems, to» prove that he means what he 
Says. 

One of his main tests will be the speed and 
persistence with which he pushes airport devel- 
opment, and the degree of success in bringing the 
Board of Aldermen around to his point of view, 
notably in the matter of the Columbia Bottoms 
site. The Mayor uses a gaudy phrase when he 
talks of making St. Louis the first air city of 
the nation. The fact is St. Louis is already s0 
far behind the procession in present airports and 
plans for future ones that the question is one of 
catching up, rather than of supremacy. 

On the Democratic side, Joseph M. Darst, direc- 
tor of Public Welfare during the two Dickmann 
administrations, is the only one who has yet filed, 

Mr. Darst’s opening statement, on April 11, 
Was marred by an over-emphasis on partisanship, 


with boasts of Democratic accomplishments in 
the city and criticism of what the Republicans 
have done. He promised to present a detailed 
platform later. 

But Darst, like Kaufmann, favors an adequate 


airport program, elimination of slums and a con- 


tinued fight against smoke, though as to smoke, 
Darst qualifies his indorsement with the state- 
ment that smokeless fuel must be provided at a 
price that all can afford to pay—whatever that 
may mean, 

We hope, in the coming mayoralty campaign, 
the citizens of St. Loulg will not be so preoccupied 
with the tremendous world issues that clamor 
for their attention as to neglect what is a mat- 
ter of intimate concern to them—the kind of 
leadership that St. Louis is to have in the City 
Hall. 
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Leapfrog Attack in New Guinea 


Daring, resourcefulness and power—these are 
the ingredients that went into the American 
landings on New Guinea that have moved the 
fighting front, at one swoop, 500 miles closer 
to the Philippines and to Japan, and have cut 
off some 140,000 enemy troops. It was a great 
demonstration of surprise attack, of leapfrog 
strategy and of combined operations. 

Air power prepared the way by days of pre- 
liminary attacks on the Jap bases at Wewak and 
Hollandia. A tremendous naval force, including 
carriers and fighting ships under Adm. Nimitz, 
came in for the final stages of the softening-up 
and for the fandings. Then ground forces under 
Gen. MacArthur went ashore to take over the 
beachheads and prepare for their extension. No 
time was wasted in reducing the intervening Jap 
bases; they are left isolated, their garrisons faced 
with the choice of ultimate surrender or slow 
extinction. 

New Guinea has been a keystone in Japan's 
outer ring of conquests. The forces now cut off 
from supplies and reinforcements undoubtedly 
were intended for use in the invasion of Austra- 
lia. That peril ended months ago, but the free- 
ing of New Guinea up to now has been a slow 
process of overland fighting, across mountains, 
through jungles and swamps. Now the forces 
are available for the slashing attack that changes 
the whole picture. 

This swift move is a demonstration of the tre- 
mendous progress in our Navy’s growth reported 
by its commander, Adm. King. The European 
theater has required enormous forces, for such 
operations as the landings in North Africa and 
Sicily. Yet enough ships are available to give 
definite superiority for the New Guinea drive, 
and only a few days ago it was reported that a 
large American carrier force was operating in 
the Indian Ocean, 

Adm, King praises American industry for beat- 
ing the schedules in supplying ships and weapons. 
“The rapidity of this naval expansion has had 
a profound effect on our military strategy,’ he 
says. The spectacular advance on New Guinea 
is one of the moves made possible by this rapid 
naval expansion. 


A Liberty Ship Disaster 

It was indicated a few days ago that the Tru- 
man committee's report on Liberty ships would 
not be unduly severe, since the Army has decided 
to discontinue their use as troop carriers, and 
the percentage of defective vessels had been 
found to be relatively small. 

Is it not likely, however, that the latest and 
most costly Liberty ship disaster—in which 65 
of the 80 men aboard are presumed lost after 
one of these craft broke in two in Alaskan waters 
—will change the tenor of the committee’s report? 
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An Answer to Finland 


Negotiationg for peace between Finland and 
Soviet Russia are at a close. The real reason 
for Finland’s independent attitude, out of all pro- 
portion to her strength and her military security, 
is not the severity of the peace terms offered 
by Russia, The truth is that Finnish leaders are 
gambling with everything the nation has got on 
nm negotiated peace that will 
neither victor nor vanquished, 

If the Finns merely impugned our motives, the 
issue would be of the least importance. What 
Finnish leaders are counting on are the possi- 
bilities of war weariness in Britain, Russia and 
the United States, of steely resistance on the 
part of Germany, of breaks in United Nations 
solidarity and morale, of an Allied disgust with 
war that will lead to a compromise peace with 
Fascism instead of its bitter-end eradication. 

It is up to the United States to nail down the 
errors of such wishful thinking, to make clear 
that we intend this to be a finish fight that 
will not lose momentum, slack in pace or peter 
out before the goal is clearly won, This aim 
the United States can re-state in the most effec- 
tive way by defining Finland as an enemy. A 
declaration of war by us would discredit Fin- 
land’s leadership.

Nationalism Under Study 

Two of the most Interesting appointments to 
the bi-partisan Senate committee on peace prob- 
lems are those of Senators La Follette and Van- 
denberg. The first represents pre-war isolation- 
ism. The second represents a nationalism of the 
kind that makes any effective sort of interna- 
tional co-operation difficult. Both must be taken 
into account in building any postwar peace plan 
in which the United States will be a force instead 
of a cipher. 

The other men on the committee have a mod- 
erately international point of view, Those whose 
ideas about effective peace machinery are not 
forceful have nonetheless sampled and been in- 
fluenced by the public’s eagerness to make this 
world war the last. It Is the bloc of nationalists 
which is likely to impede a progressive peace, to 
fill the roles played by Senators Lodge and Reed 
in 1919 and 1920, 

The State Department, In welcoming the Sen- 
ate inte an effective advisory capacity, will have 
an excellent chance to study that point of view, 
to sound out its weaknesses, to test its vulner- 
ability, to learn how its dangerous influence can 
best be counteracted,

The Twisted Nipponese—A Paradox

The docile-seeming Japanese are loaded with explosive frustrations, 
article says; subordination of individuals to unnatural codes of con- 
duct and social duty has bred a race of extremists whose emotions 
sometimes betray them; background lacks any concept of ethics.

Paradoxes are the key to the temper of 
the Japanese. On the one hand the Japa- 
nese keep to extremes of restraint, on the 
other they explode in extremes of excess, 


The Japanese appear to be an obedient 
people, When they are told to bow, they 
bow. When they are told to obey, they obey. 
When they are told to die, they die. When 
they are told to Westernize themselves, they 
study promiscuously everything from Kant, 
Hegel and Herbert Spencer to Samuel 
Smiles, and they learn how to operate ma- 
chines. When they are told to hate the 
West, they study the way of the gods and 
build an army. 

But these people, however docile in ap- 
pearance, are not docile in nature. They 
require the services of the largest body 
of thought control agents, appointed and 
self-appointed, in the world, Thousands of 
them have been in political prisons; other 
thousands bear the scars of police beatings. 
They appear quiet and obedient, but they 
frequently riot when they try to jam into 
movie houses; the police have to be called 
out. They all appear to be subservient to 
the Government and to the Emperor, but 
the Emperor himself is the center around 
which brawling cliques struggle for power, 


Nationalism Is a Religion 


As if this paradox were not enough, there 
is another. Japan today considers herself 
entirely Japanese, Out of her ancient 
Shintoism she has made a religion of 
fevered nationalism, The Japanese have 
spoken with hatred of Western exploitation, 
Western imperialism and Western individ- 
ualism and materialism. 


Their factories are full of machines, the 
product of a tradition they despise, Their 


-dream of imperial wealth is an idea adopt- 


ed from the West — and their imperial 
armies fight with Western weapons, em- 
ploy Western tactics and organize troops 
on the Western scheme of battalions, regi- 
ments and companies. Their people are 
fretful for Western movies and Western 
music, : 

But the paradoxes of Japanese behavior 
today are typical of the country’s history. 
Nowhere else in the world is there record 
of such ingrained, long-enduring self-re- 
straint. In few other countries is there 
evidence of comparable raging excesses. 

Placid acceptance of oppression and un- 
thinking obedience to superiors is the eg- 
sence of the history of a country that has 
never had a popular revolution, but the 
people have many times risen up blindly 
and madly and assaulted their officials, 


Conflicts Cause Explosions 


The very simplicity and severity of Jap- 
nnese life seem to be the forces that pro- 
duce such powerful explosions of pentup 
emotion, Indeed, frustration is the essence 
of Japan’s national life. ‘The. same men 
who carried themselves with high decorum 
when sober went mad when drunk, Some- 
times the intoxication that released their 
minds was war, sometimes it was vault- 
ing ambition, sometimes it was disgust 
with oppression. 

The Japanese do not exist as individuals 
at all, They exist as a unit of a family, 
as an object of the state, as a part of a 
group to which they are always subordi- 
nate, 

In a country of this sort the chief end 


of man is loyalty. Confucianism was the 
first means of stressing this virtue, and 
by the end of the eighth century filial piety 
was taught in all the schools, 


The Samurai tradition had similar upper 
class origins. The Samuraj were a class of 
warriors who followed a special code of 
behavior and a special morality that em- 
phasized loyalty for its own sake, bravery 
and obedience—a code later put together 
under the name “Bushido,” the way of the 
warrior, It put no emphasis on protection 
of the weak, no emphasis on right doing 
or high thinking; duty to the overlord was 
the point, right or wrong. 


Good Does Not Battle Evil 


The great moral decisions of the Japa- 
nese have hinged not on the battle of 
good and evil of the individual’s inner con- 
sciousness, but on the opposition between 
the individual’s personal inclination and 
his social duty. 


The full force of the system of repres- 
sion fell most heavily on the peasants. As 
early as 700 A. D., there was forced labor 
and conscription. Even in those times, 
poverty was taxed while wealth went free. 
Offenses were punished on the basis of 
social status, and actions for which Samural 
could be pardoned meant death for a farm- 
er. Yet even the peasants on occasion 
broke loose in revolt, 


That followed the familiar pattern of 
Japanese emotion, The peasant suffered 
quietly and obediently, In lean years he 
starved. He was kicked about, prodded tu 
produce more. He went on suffering quiet- 
ly and obediently. But suddenly he had 
had more than he could stand. With all 
of the madness of a bull and not much 
more wisdom, he rushed blindly and angri- 
ly against local authorities, The revolts 
were ag evanescent as the petals of the 
cherry blooms, 

There is more to the Japanese mind, 
however, than the way it operates in pub- 
lic. Its root concepts extend back to a 
period that antedates its written history. 
In the beginning they centered around a 
simple nature worship. 


Thought Is Not Thinking 


The result was a system of thought that 
was not systematic and that had little to 
do with thinking. The early religion made 
no distinction at all between ethical right 
and wrong—if one sees no distinction be- 
tween these categories in nature, it is dif- 
ficult to conceive of them, as it were, in 
vacuo, 

It is scarcely temarkable, therefore, that 
there is no great Japanese ethical teach- 
ing. The Japanese developed a highly in- 
tricate social code that covered all the pos- 
sible relationships of life, but this code 
rested upon an edifice of loyalty to supe- 
riors and repression of self, not upon 
convictions of the Individual soul. 

Under such circumstances, what can put 
an end to the frustrating restraint, wheth- 
er self or officially imposed, that engirdles 
Japan and her people?

Diary of 1919 Peace Conference

A wartime generation determined not te 
make or to tolerate the mistakes of the 
previous wartime generation can make no 
better beginning than to find out all it can 
about those mistakes. In the light it casts 
on the mistakes of the 1919 peace con- 
ference and the fight over the treaty lies 
the value of Lt. Col. Bonsal’s book, 

As a former foreign correspondent and 
an experienced diplomat, Bonsal was a use 
ful aid to Col, House and President Wilson 
at the Paris conference. He was their 
translator at many sessions, acted as emis- 
sary on several occasions and kept a confi- 
dential diary, at House’s request. The 
book is made up of extracts from that 
diary, presented without alterations, 
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The early pages describe the quick let- 
down after the jubilation over the armis- 
tice, and the writer quotes a saying of 
Mazzini, “The morrow of the victory has 
more perils than its eve.” The perils 
speedily became obvious, Before Nov. 11 
there had been visible disagreement among 
the Allies on war aims, and.it was aggra- 
vated later. The conference was divided be- 
tween lofty eloquence and sharp bickering. 

Wilson made concessions, then faced de- 
mands from his opponents at home for still 
more concessions. Bonsal admires Wilson, 
but speaks frankly of his stubborn streak, 
and of the political errors that marred his 
lofty vision. House, he relates, wished 
the President could bring himself to un- 
bend with the Senators as he did with the 
delegates at Paris, and once urged him to 
make a friendly gesture toward Senator 
Hoke Smith of Georgia, but without suc- 
cess, “That man is an ambulance-chaser,” 
Wilson said angrily. “I scorn to have any 
relations with him whatsoever.” 

Back in Washington during the treaty 
fight, Bonsal found Senator Lodge con- 
ciliatory, and ready to accept a compro- 
mise of only minor changes in the Cove- 
nant. His terms were sent by House to 
the President, then ill and inaccessible, but 
no answer came. It is unknown to this 
day, Bonsall says, whether Wilson ever 
received the message, and the battle went 
on to the bitter end of treaty rejection,

There are signs today that the admin- 
istration is trying by every means to 
avert a breach with Congress similar to 
that which wrecked Wilson’s work in 
1919. As to the drafting of the treaty, the 
pitfalls are equally obvious, as this diarist 
describes them in words that seem pro- 
phetic after 25 years. 

History is repeating itself in many ways 
in World War II. The men who make the 
peace might well ask, with greater em- 
phasis, the questions that rose in Bonsal’s 
mind when he saw a trainload of crippled 
and mutilated French soldiers after the 
last war: “Is it not possible that we have 
learned our lesson? Can we not see to it 
that such a crime shall never happen 
again?”

ON DEATH OF PRELATE 


Cardinal O’Connell Served 
Generation With Fidelity, 
President Says. 


BOSTON, April 24 (AP).—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt today sent his 
“heartfelt sympathy” to-the arch- 
diocese of Boston “which has lost 
its shepherd” in the death Satur- 
day of William Cardinal O’Con- 
nell, 

The President of the Philippines, 
Manuel L. Quezon, in behalf of 
his people, likewise expressed his 
Sympathy in the church's loss of 
“One of her most illustrious car- 
dinals.” 

Both messages were directed to 
Most Rev. Richard J. Cushing, 
auixiliary bishop of Boston and in- 
terim administrator of the archdi- 
Oceseé. 

Following is the text of Roose- 
message: 

“T am deeply sorrowful to hear 
of the passing of the venerable 
figure of Cardinal O'Connell, pre- 
late and prince of the church 
With rare gifts of leadership, he 
served his day and generation 
with fidelity, steadfastness and 
true apostolic zeal. May I, through 
you, offer to his flock which has 
lost its shepherd this assurance of 
my heartfelt sympathy.” 

Six scholastics of St. John's 
Seminary kept watch at the bier 
noted churchman who died 
of bronchial pneumonia at the age 
of 8&4. 

Final preparations were made 
for celebration of a solemn pon- 
tifical requiem mass next Friday 
by the most Rev. Amleto G. Cicog- 
nani, D D., apostolic delegate to 
the United States.

ASE C-225: Flora D., aged 18, is a college freshman. “Dr. 
( Crane, don't you find that your failure to drink or smoke 

with people, interferes with your maximum professional 
success’” she asked after class one day. I had outlined the 
medical and psychological arguments pro and con as regards 
liquor and tobacco, and then to help reinforce the wavering 
members of the class. I told the group that I use neither to- 
bacco nor alcohol. So many of our teachers fail to take a 
positive stand before their students. They may discuss moral 
questions, much as a sophist, but they don’t clinch their points 
by their personal behavior. Young people are pathetically eager 
to be included in the social group. They are afraid of ridicule, 
so they often submerge their own moral attitudes to the pre- 
vailing behavior of the crowd they chance to be with. They 
are afraid to stand alone, even when logic is on their side. So 
millions of people who never wanted to smoke or drink, have 
been stampeded like timid sheep into starting these stupid 
habits. But even after they themselves have become slaves to 
alcohol and tobacco, most addicts still admire the person who 
is a free man and who rules his behavior by his brain instead 
of his belly.

“ALWAYS LOOK a mob in the face!” wisely stated John 
Wesley, as he urged people to live like a lion instead of a 
cowardly sheep. Contrary to Flora’s surmise, I not only don’t 
know of a single instance where I have lost patients or pro- 
fessional] prestige by abstaining from liquor and tobacco, but 
I know of countless instances where J] have gained by so doing. 
Even the smokers and drinkers usually don’t want a doctor to 
demonstrate such illogical behavior. They may slap the drink- 
ing doctor on the back in exaggerated good fellowship and 
show glee in calling him “Doc” or even employing his first 
name. But when their wives or children need wise medical or 
surgical attention or dental care, they are likely to patronize 
the sober doctor. Indeed, I feel sure that my drinking or smok- 
ing friends respect me more because I do not stoop to their 
juvenile level in such matters. I have addressed the banquet 
session of dozens of our American professional societies in their 
state conventions from coast to coast. On several occasions the 
chairmen have apologized to me for being as much as an hour 
late in starting the meeting because so many of the doctors 
were downstairs in the hotel bar, and they were having dif- 
ficulty rounding them up. There are many adults, even with 
a doctor’s degree, therefore, who never mature emotionally. 
They look upon their conventions as a chance to run wild and 
build up for a roaring headache the next morning. Despite my 
indictment of such juvenile behavior both in print and from 
their own lecture platform, they still invite me back again at 
a stiff lecture fee to address them again and again. You try 
to figure it out! It takes no courage on my part to turn down 
liquor or tobacco for I abhor stupidity, but you young folks 
who do fear the ridicule of the group, better cultivate the 
lion’s personality and quit being silly sheep.

OT toasted sandwiches are 
H the royal members of the 

sandwich family. A fresh ap- 
pearance is most important, and 
so these sandwiches must be 
served! the instant they come 
from under the broiler. A sprink- 
ling of cheese or a brushing with 
cream or milk on the top helps 
to produce that tempting moist 
rich bubbly brown. A _ toasted 
sandwich also needs a top layer 
to form a good blanket for the 
underneath layer of filling so that 
it does not dry out. The entire 
combination-toasty part, filling 
and bread must be one, tied-to- 
gether harmony. To deliver such 
a sandwich to the table means 
that the one who is acting as 
cook must see to it that all the 
makings of the sandwich are 
right, and last, the preparation 
must be accurate and the timing 
of the toasting must be done on 
the dot. 

Luncheon Asparagus on Toast. 

One small bunch asparagus (10 
ounces), cooked; four slices but- 
tered bread; one-third cup mayon- 
naise; two ounces American 
cheese, grated. 

Cut hot asparagus stalks to fit 
on the slices of bread. Combine 
the mayonnaise and cheese and 
spread over the top. Toast in the 
broiler until a golden’ brown.

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The Doctor 
On Effects 
Of Lumbago

HAT very successful practi- 
T tioner and long time friend of 

mine, Dr. Isaac Ritz, whom I 
meet nearly every noon at Gro- 
gan’s, is a little miffed at me on 
account of what I said a week 
or so ago about lumbago. He 
said I spoke of it as if it were 
a minor ailment. He says the fact 
that lumbago allows you to get 
up and about your business and 
that it doesn’t kill you outright 
are its preatest disadvantayges, If 
death would end the agony it 
would be bearable, I think I for- 
get to mention he is in the throes 
of an attack himself in his own 
person. 


Dr. Ritz is of the opinion that 


lumbago is an epidemic. infecti- 
ous disease, probably caused by a 
virus. And there is a great deal 
to support this view. It cer- 
tainly sweeps over communities in 
epidemic form, usually in the 
spring. It is evidenced in its early 
stages by a fever, or a little head- 
ache, loss of appetite and all the 
prodromal symptoms of an infec- 
tious state.

TO SHOW its contagiousness, 
Dr. :Ritz had an instance in his 
own practice of a married couple. 
The wife went to the Red Cross 
and associated with two of her 
sister workers who had lumbago. 
She came down with it 24 hours 
later and 24 hours after that her 
husband, who had been in perfect 
health, came down with an attack 
of pain in the back which put him 
to bed. Not only in my own home 
town where I know of 17 cases in 
the last few weeks, but my spy 
system has unearthed semblances 
of an epidemic in St. Louis, Chi- 
cago and Dallas this spring. 

There is no reason why a virus 
should not get into the body 
through the digestive or respira- 
tory systems and because it has 
an affinity for the lumbar muscles 
light there and cause trouble any 
more than there is why virus, 
such as infantile paralysis, should 
enter by the same portals and 
light only in the nerve cells of the 
anterior horn of the spinal cord: 
it argues some kind of an affinity, 
chemical or biological, and there 
could be some such between the 
lumbar muscles and some other 
virus. 

A similar analogy would apply 
to shingles: here it is now as- 
sumed in the best medical circles 
a virus is the cause: it enters the 
body and, circulating in the blood, 
picks out only the ganglia of one 
or more sensory nerves. 

Lumbago is so named beeause 
it lights in the lumbar muscles. 
These are the very heavy and 
strong groups of muscles in the 
back, which attach to the spine 
and are involved in nearly every 
movement made by the _ body. 
That’s why it hurts so much. You 
can’t even roll over in bed with- 
out having the sore muscles creak 
and cry out. 
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AS TO TREATMENT, every pa- 
tient learns sooner or later, usual- 
ly later, that time is the surest 
reliever, To the fellow who has 
just had lumbago a few days this 
seems very cynical, but to the 
graduate of six weeks standing it 
has at least the advantages of 
truth. There are innumerable 
drugs which are used for relief— 
the salicylates—such as aspirin— 
have always been used for rheu- 
matics, é‘ 

Dr. Ritz says the latest is to 
give a solution of calcium glu- 
conate in the vein. The directions 
say to take it every other day, 
but the doctor took one dose and 
it heated him up so he stopped at 
that: he preferred the disease to 
the remedy. He said he had hot 
flashes for 24 hours. But he’s 
sort of cranky and others might 
not react that way. 

To my mind, this is the ideal 
condition for nonmedical reme- 
dies. Grease the back every night 
with an ointment with a little 
camphor in it, and lie down on 
your face and have mama put 
a flannel on top of it and run 
an iron—just as het as you can 
stand—over the sore places. And 
massage—here is the ideal spot® 
for massage. If you can get 
graduate of the Kellberg Institute 
of Stockholm he or she will take 
the kinks out of you.
